POLICE ACCUSE R. L. OSTRANDER OF 
BUYING BURGLARS’ BOOTY. | 


His Arrest Caused by Discovering 
Stolen Ring Had Passeed Through 
His Hands—Search of His “Old Gold” 
Shop at 263° West. Madison Street 
Reveals Property Taken in Recent 
Robberies—He Sells Ingots to Mints 
—Declares His Innocence. 


* Highest ‘iil price paid for old gold and 
silver”’ is the sign which, the police de- 
clare, has attracted into the establishment 


j} of Ralph L. Ostrander, 253 West Madison 


street, the ‘plunder from scores of burglaries, 
some of them of recent date. Ostrander 
Was arrested on charges of receiving stolen 
property, and subsequently released on 
$1,500 bonds, given by J..A..Burke before 
Justice Quinn. 

From receipts found in Ostrander’s place, 
when ransacked under authority of a search 
warrant, the. police suspect the United 
States government has been the purchaser 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of gold and 
silver ingots made from stolen articles sold 
to Ostrander. The man admits he has sold 
probably $20,000 worth of precious metals 
to the mints within the last five years, but 
declares he never purchased an article he 
knew was stolen, and often turned would-be 
venders of old gold and silver away from 
his doors because he was suspicious of them. 

The police have in their possession many 
| letters seized in Ostrander’s shop, among 
them, they declare, many from persons 
known to be thieves, and which refer to 
*“ touches,” hauls,” jobs,” etc.. 

For seven years Ostrander has conductéd 
his business in rooms on the second floor at 
West Madison and Sangamon streets: The 
place is equipped with scales for weighing 
gold and silver, with mortars, crucibles, 
molds, and all the paraphernalia for reduc- 
}ing any article of gold or silver. 


Stolen Ring Traced. ; 
Not until last Friday was Ostrander seri- 
ously disturbed by the police. He was called 
on by them once before, but was letgo. The 
occasion of his final arrest was the result of 
tracing a ring stolen from Grant C. Carder, 


Jan. 25. It was found this ring had passed 
through Ostrander’s hands, and this led to 
_ the search warrant and the arrest. 

’ Detectives James Storen and Edward Mc- 
Guire in the search took posseSsion of a 
large amount of material, and among this 
the police say articles have been identified 
which were stolen in burglaries as follows:
